Sadat seen 
less optimistic

After steadily expressing confi- 
dence over the past few weeks in 
Dr. Kissinger's ability to achieve 
another Israeli withdrawal in Sinai, 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday indicated that this deve- 
lopment was still far from being a 
certainty. 

Sadat told a Swedish TV team 
that a “eritical stage” had been 
reached and that he was not cer- 
tain whether the U.S. Secretary of 
State would bring about a second 
stage settlement between Egypt and 
Israel during his forthcoming visit. 
“We shall be heading either toward 
Peace cr -- I don't Know the al. 
ternative in this very dangerous ai- 
tuation,” Cairo'’s semi-official “Al- 
Abram" newspaper quoted Sadat as 
telling the Swedish crew. 


Sadat said this as a deadlock 
emerged over Cairo’s reluctance to 
provide Jerusalem with a signed 
non-belligerency accord in return 
for a far-reaching Israeli pullback 
in Sinai. 

Sadat said he would give a non- 
belligerency pledge only when Israel 
withdrew totally from Sinai, the 
Golan Heights and the West Bank. 
“I am frank and this is my stand.” 


The Egyptian leader implied he 
wag prepared to give provisional 
no-war declarations against 
moves, but only through Dr. Kis 
singer and not in a direct treaty 
with Israel. Sadat said that in the 
absence of mutual confidence be- 
tween Egypt and Israel “it is neces- 
sary to find the person who ‘we 
trust and who is trusted at the 
same time by the Israelis. Kissin- 
ger enjoys this confidence or at 
least we on our side trust him.” 


Sadat said there was a chance 
for the first time in 26 years to 
begin the process of a peaceful set- 
flement, but tf Kissinger’s efforts 
collapsed a renewed confrontation 
might be sparked oft. 

The Palestine Liberation Organi- 
vation, following a marathon con- 
gress in Damascus, issued a state- 
ment yesterday urging Arabs to 
resist Kissinger’s forthcoming peace 
efforts.
